Is it time for London’s boundaries to 
be redrawn to include Epsom and 
Ewell? 

Last month, Barney Stringer, a di¬ 
rector of London planning consul¬ 
tancy Quod, raised the question of 
whether London is too small. 

His query was based on data re¬ 
leased from the 2011 Census, show¬ 
ing people’s journeys to work, and 
considered whether London could 
be redrawn “to reflect the reality of 
its huge economic pull on the wider 
south-east”. 

Epsom’s position on the edge of 
the capital has an impact on many 


aspects of life from its current ex¬ 
clusion from travel Zone 6 to its hos¬ 
pital being part of a London NHS 
trust, but surrounded by Surrey 
NHS GPs. 

And Epsom’s inclusion in the 
Crossrail2 project is clear evidence 
of its close ties to the capital’s trans¬ 
port infrastructure. 

Mr Stringer’s blog article, outlin¬ 
ing his premise, said: “In many 
cases entire districts - Epping For¬ 
est, Spelthorne, Epsom and Ewell, 
and Three Rivers - provide fewer 
jobs for their residents than London 
does. Is it time redraw London’s 
boundaries once again, to embrace 
these areas that already function as 
part of the city? 

“Or are there other ways to 
integrate London’s hinterland, 


perhaps by giving the Mayor of 
London greater powers over trans¬ 
port and housing beyond London’s 
boundaries?” 

Epsom and Ewell was considered 
for inclusion within Greater Lon¬ 
don in the early 1960s, but it is un¬ 
derstood the idea was not welcomed 
and the original plans, for what be¬ 
came the Greater London Council, 
in 1965, were scaled back consider¬ 
ably and excluded the borough. 

Asked what it thought about Mr 
Stringer’s suggestion, an Epsom 
Council spokesman said: “The argu¬ 
ment would appear to be that be¬ 
cause so many people commute to 
London - 40 per cent of workers in 
the borough - the borough should 
become part of London. 

“This ignores that 60 per cent of 


workers don’t commute to London 
or the boundary of London has 
never had anything to do with 
commuting.” 

But Epsom Residents’ Association 
Councillor Mike Teasdale said 
Epsom should merge with Sutton or 
Kingston as a London borough. 

He said: “Epsom’s a small bor¬ 
ough so the council is pushed in 
terms of income and would benefit 
quite considerably financially being 
part of London. 

“There would be transport bene¬ 
fits for individuals and we would get 
more access to grants and 
funding. If the council really 
thought about it now we may well 
change our minds.”

Epsom Labour councillor 
and prospective parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Sheila Carl¬ 
son said Epsom would not 
“sit well” in London and any 
decision on whether to 
change the boundary “should 
not be taken by a few elected 
councillors”. 

“Epsom has a different feel 
and in the past the council has 
liked the distance,” she said. 

“For example, when we 
were in the Metropolitan po¬ 
lice district we didn’t actually 
get quite enough police back¬ 
ing because we were consid¬ 
ered to be a fairly quiet area. 
As soon as we moved into the 


Surrey district we got a lot 
more help.” 

Coun Carlson said moving 
Epsom into London could be 
detrimental to its hospital as 
the arguments made for its 
survival have revolved around 
it being located in Surrey. 

But she acknowledged it is 
“crazy” that Epsom does not 
have the Oyster Card and 
that pensioners in the bor¬ 
ough are only entitled to free 
bus passes, whereas in Lon¬ 
don free travel on the Under¬ 
ground and trains is also 
available for them. 

She added: “People like the 
idea of Epsom and Ewell 
being a small market town 
and a move into London may 


well change that perception.” 

Epsom Liberal Democrat 
Councillor Julie Morris said 
she believes any change 
would compromise the bor¬ 
ough’s green space. 

Coun Morris said: “Epsom 
and Ewell has a very strong 
identity acting as a buffer to 
the greater London sprawl. 
Does that greater London 
sprawl need to sprawl out 
more? I would suggest it 
doesn’t. 

“Greenbelt in the borough 
has to be sacrosanct. The mo¬ 
ment it gets subsumed into 
London I could not see many 
benefits or the preservation 
of the greenbelt.” 

She said getting Epsom into 


Zone 6 is more of an “amend¬ 
ment to an anomaly” and “if 
Epsom was already in Zone 6 
a huge majority would be in 
favour of keeping its identity 
in Surrey”. 

Councillor Darren Dale 
said he is often asked the 
question as his ward, 
Stoneleigh, borders Sutton. 

But he is against Epsom be¬ 
coming part of London as it 
would involve “giving more 
and getting less” and may 
lead to Epsom being over¬ 
looked in favour of other 
London boroughs with a 
greater social need.

UKIP picks ex-RA man to 
fight the general election 



An ex-Residents’ Association 
(RA) councillor for Epsom 
and Ewell has been an¬ 
nounced as UKIP’s candidate 
for the area in next year’s 
general election. 

Robert Leach, 64, served as 
a RA councillor for Auriol 
ward on Epsom Council for 
12 years from 1999 to 2011. 

For 14 months during this 
period, he was chairman of 
the ruling RA group of 
councillors. 

After standing down, Mr 
Leach said he was so con¬ 
cerned by the state of the 
country, that he joined UKIP 
in November 2011 and was 
subsequently asked to be a 
candidate for the party. 

In 2012, he stood as the 
UKIP candidate for the Tat- 
tenham, Walton and 
Kingswood division in the 
Surrey County Council (SCC) 
election, which saw him se¬ 
cure 32 per cent of the vote. 

He said: “I have lived in this 
borough for more than 50 
years. 

“It is only under this 
coalition Government that I

have seen pawnbrokers on 
the high street and the 
churches organising a food 
bank for residents who can¬ 
not feed themselves. 

“I still support the RA, I 
haven’t fallen out with them. 

“I stood down as councillor 
as I thought 12 years was 
enough time to serve and I 
wanted to move on. 

“I didn’t leave the RA to join 
UKIP. 

“But I was concerned about 
gay marriage - not because I 
have a problem with gay 


people, but the parties intro¬ 
duced it when no one had 
been asking for it and it 
wasn’t in their manifestos. 

“Making such a change to 
an institution such as mar¬ 
riage with no constitutional 
mandate, I wasn’t happy 
about that. 

“I had been concerned 
about the way the EU is going 
for a long time. 

“It’s just become a federal 
bureaucracy. 

“So I started looking into 
UKIP to see whether they 
were just a bunch of fruit¬ 
cakes and closet racists and 
thought they had common- 
sense policies. 

“I joined with no intention 
of being a candidate and then 
I was asked to be one.” 

A chartered account who 
lectures on tax, he has pub¬ 
lished 40 books and is also a 
musician who plays the 
organ at church and piano in 
a dance band, Forty-Second 
Street. 

The married father-of- 
three, whose late father-in- 
law was a German Jew, has 
lived in Epsom and Ewell 
since he was child. 

After passing his Eleven 
Plus, Mr Leach attended 
then-grammar school Glyn, 


in Ewell, although he did not 
go on to university after fail¬ 
ing his A-levels. 

Mr Leach said standing 
against Chris Grayling, who 
has been Epsom and Ewell’s 
Conservative MP since 2001, 
will be challenging, but that 
he does not see himself as a 
“no-hoper”. 

And he does not believe 
Epsom’s RA council needs to 
worry about having votes 
snatched from UKIP in next 
year’s borough elections. 

He said: “In the SCC elec¬ 
tions last year, in three out of 
the five divisions in Epsom 
and Ewell, UKIP secured 
more votes than the Tories. 

“UKIP is successful in tak¬ 
ing votes from all the parties 
and taking votes from people 
who have never voted 
before. 

“But the one area from 
which UKIP doesn’t take 
votes is the RA. 

“I like Chris Grayling as a 
person, we have been to the 
pub together. 

“He is very much on the Eu¬ 
rosceptic wing of the Conser¬ 
vative Party, but we do have 
different views. 

“I don’t think the Conserva¬ 
tives will win the next gener¬ 
al election.”

Did cancer victim contract mesothelioma working at leisure centre? 

Searching for answers 
over ‘asbestos’ death

The death of a council em¬ 
ployee from an asbestos-relat¬ 
ed cancer has been “brushed 
under the carpet” by the town 
hall, according to her lifelong 
friend. 

Valerie Smith, 61, of Hol¬ 
man Court, Church Street, 
Ewell, died in April, of 
mesothelioma in 2012 after 
working for Epsom Council 
for 33 years. 

Mesothelioma is a rare type 
of cancer that affects the 
lungs and abdomen, caused, 
in most cases, by exposure to 
asbestos. 

Miss Smith believed she 
was exposed to asbestos while 
working for the council, when 
she was based in its parks and 
recreation department at the 
Rainbow Leisure Centre from 


1992 to 1995. And she believed 
this exposure caused her dis¬ 
ease - something that the 
council denies. 

She believed that an under¬ 
ground corridor, which she 
walked through at least three 
times a week, had hot water 
pipes strung along it carrying 
water to the swimming 
pool, which were “lagged 
with asbestos”. 

Miss Smith attempted to 
bring a legal claim against 
the council, before she died, 
but it did not reach court. 

In the view of her solicitor, 
there was not enough evi¬ 
dence to pursue the claim be¬ 
cause an asbestos survey by 
the council had not identified 
any asbestos in the areas 
Miss Smith said it had been 
in. 

The solicitor said the coun¬ 
cil had acknowledged that as¬ 
bestos had been removed 
from the Rainbow Leisure 


Centre, but this was before 
Miss Smith started working 
there. 

But following her death, 
Miss Smith’s friend Eileen 
Lawton, 64, is still looking for 
answers. 

Mrs Lawton said: “The diag¬ 
nosis completely dragged the 
carpet from under her feet. It 
was totally out of the blue. 

“She had always been so op¬ 
timistic and would say ‘Once I 
get over this bit I will be OK’.” 

A spokesman for Epsom 
Council said: “The council 
has never stated the Rainbow 
Leisure Centre did not in¬ 
clude asbestos. 

“As with many buildings of 
its age, asbestos was used as 
an insulation material within 
the walls and while undis¬ 
turbed it was not harmful to 
either the staff or users of the 
facility. 

“When walls were reposi¬ 
tioned and removed as part of 


a major refurbishment, the 
asbestos was removed by a 
specialised company - at 
this time Valerie was not 
working at the Rainbow 
Leisure Centre. 

“Our sympathies are with 
Valerie’s family, but the claim 
was passed to our insurers 
who liaised with Valerie’s 
legal team and therefore 
we cannot make further 
comment.” 

But Mrs Lawton, of 
Streatham Vale, is still 
unconvinced. 

She said: “There really isn’t 
anywhere else she could have 
contracted it from. 

“I know nothing will help 
Valerie now, it just seems to 
have been brushed under the 
carpet.”

What to do 

What should happen to people 
who commit low level crimes 
and antisocial behaviour? 

This is the question being 
posed by Surrey Police and 
Crime Commissioner Kevin 
Hurley in a survey. 

Mr Hurley, who champions 
a zero-tolerance approach, is 
interested in hearing views on 


alternatives to the criminal 
justice process. 

He said: “This is their oppor¬ 
tunity to be involved in what 
they think offenders should 
do to make amends for their 
behaviour and pay back their 
debt to the community. 

“I encourage people to get 
involved.” 


The survey suggests possi¬ 
ble community remedies 
including face-to-face apolo¬ 
gies, written apologies and 
targeted interventions such as 
alcohol and drug treatment 
and counselling. 

Other options include com¬ 
munity work such as litter 
picking, work for the victim 


such as cleaning off graffiti, 
an antisocial behaviour con¬ 
tract and organised activities 
to prevent reoffending such as 
sport. Alternatively there 
could be a face-to-face discus¬ 
sion between the victim and 
offender, with a mediator, or a 
way to allow them to commu¬ 
nicate without meeting.

Soldier’s trench art 
finally given to son

Almost a century after it was cre¬ 
ated, a piece of trench art made 
by a soldier during the First 
World War has finally been pre¬ 
sented to his son. 

Corporal Ernest Turtle, from 
the Royal Engineers, crafted a 
model guard house from the case 
of a German shell while fighting 
in Northern France during the 
Great War. 

The piece, decorated with bul¬ 
let cases, a soldier’s badge and 
buttons, was later bought by 
Robert Elliott, from Ewell, and 
sat on his family mantelpiece for 
decades. 

When Mr Elliott died 10 years 
ago, his son Bob and daughter-in- 
law Ann found a piece of paper 
inside the artwork that identified 
Cpl Turtle as its creator. 

Mrs Elliott said: “It was part of 
us. It was so lovely to give it back. 
It was that piece of paper. You 
could not ignore that.” 

The couple contacted military 
museums without success before 
deciding to go to the Epsom and 
Ewell Local and Family History 
Centre based at Bourne Hall in 
Ewell this year. 

Mrs Elliott said: “They were 


fantastic. Within two days they 
had traced the son, who was 
alive. It was just wonderful.” 

The couple went to Southamp¬ 
ton in May to give the trench art 
to Cpl Turtle’s son Ronald, who 
is in his 80s and knew very little 
about his father. 

Mrs Elliott, who was almost in 
tears at the handover, said: “We 
took it down and he was so 
emotional. He could not believe 


it. He was overwhelmed.” 

Glenda Charman, from the his¬ 
tory centre, has now also re¬ 
searched the life of Cpl Turtle 
and the couple will present the 
family history documents to Mr 
Turtle on Friday. 

Mrs Elliott thanked the history 
centre for its work, adding: “It’s 
going to mean everything to him 
because he knew nothing about 
his father.”

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^ Reforms are ‘draconian and wrong’ 


A pensioner who ended up 
in prison after a series of 
personal tragedies has spo¬ 
ken out about the harsh con¬ 
ditions behind bars and just 
how “just” today’s justice 
system really is. 

Martin Stevens, 65, pic¬ 
tured inset, was incarcerated 
in High Down prison, in 
Banstead, from November 1 
to December 17 last year, 
after being sentenced to six 
months behind bars for fail¬ 
ing to declare an insurance 
policy while bankrupt. 

He had pleaded guilty to 
the offence, a first-time 
crime, as no one had predict¬ 
ed it would land him in jail. 

Overcrowded prisons, plu¬ 
mmeting staff numbers, 
cuts to legal aid and changes 
to probation services are all 
contributing to the “crisis” 
in Britain’s jails today, ac¬ 
cording to the many critics 
of the current cuts being 
spearheaded by Epsom MP 
Chris Grayling as Secretary 
of State for Justice. 

After reading articles in 
the Epsom Guardian about 
conditions inside High Do¬ 
wn, Mr Stevens contacted 
the paper to share his 
experiences. 

Because of changes to 
legal aid thresholds, . 
Mr Stevens was 
ineligible

for legal aid and could not 
afford to pay for representa¬ 
tion himself. 

He said: “The reforms are 
draconian and wrong. If you 
are a middle-class person 
with little money you are 
stuffed. The legal system is 
very much about who puts 
on the best show on the day. 

“It is not about who is 
guilty or not guilty, which is 
extraordinary.” 

Mr Stevens said when he 
was admitted to the prison it 
was a huge shock and he 
found advice provided by lis¬ 
teners - Samaritans-trained 
prisoners - of huge help. 

He endorsed many of the 
concerns raised by family 
and friends of prisoners in 
High Down during the past 
six months. 

He said prisoners were 
locked up for 23-and-a-half 
hours a day in their cells, 
missing gym and never step¬ 
ping foot inside the library. 

“The reasons given 
me for the long, 
lockdown was 
that with the 


previous regime it used to 
be ‘Come to High Down for a 
lie down’ and the new gover¬ 
nor had tightened things 
up,” he said. 

“The talk among officers 
and prisoners is the Govern¬ 
ment wants to privatise the 
prison - so if it fills it to over 
capacity and reduces the 
staff to a minimum, it can 
present a good business 
model. 

“Morale is low as 
staff are over¬ 
worked and have 
to do menial 
tasks. Gym is 
not allowed as 
there is not 
enough staff. 

“The only ex¬ 
ercise period I 
had was about two 
weeks before I got 
out.”

Education was scheduled 
for 2pm to 4pm on Monday 
to Thursday, but very few 
prisoners went and there 
were not enough prison offi¬ 
cers to motivate prisoners 
into rehabilitation. 

He said his wife found vis¬ 
its extremely difficult: “Vis¬ 
its were the worst, knowing 
that your loved ones had 
been there by 
9am to get a 
ticket for 
the 


2pm visit, but the officers 
would not come for us until 
2.30pm.” 

Reflecting on his time be¬ 
hind bars, he said: “Prison 
taught me tolerance. 

“The old adage of ‘Remem¬ 
ber the people you pass on 
the way up are the same peo¬ 
ple you will meet on the way 
down’ is so true. 

“I never imagined I would 
end up going to prison.”

Building 
bat fears

Anti-sports dome campaigners 
claim they have been barred from 
looking for bats in a derelict 
school pavilion that is being 
demolished. 

Nonsuch High School for Girls, 
in Ewell Road, Cheam, is replac¬ 
ing the dilapidated pavilion as 
part of its plans for new sports fa¬ 
cilities, including a controversial 
air-supported dome. 

Two bat surveys were carried 
out in September, but members of 
a pressure group, No to Nonsuch 
Dome, believe these were not suf¬ 
ficient and took place at the 
wrong time of year. 

Resident Neill Denny, who be¬ 
longs to the group, said: “The

school is planning to demolish a 
derelict pavilion on the site to 
make way for the development, 
but have refused permission from 
local residents to conduct a bat 
survey to assess if the pavilion is 
a bat roost.” 

An ecological consultancy’s ini¬ 
tial bat assessment, on September 
5, did not find any evidence of 
bats inside the building, but said 
bats could be living in external 
gaps. 


Its report said: “Although the 
building is probably very cold in 
winter, due to the missing roof 
half, the building could possibly 
be used as a summer roost for 
bats, living under the loose and 
broken tiles.” 

As a result of its findings, a 
more detailed survey was carried 
out on September 23. At dusk 
that day, bats were seen flying 
along the tree lines. 

But the report said the suspect¬ 
ed roost was “unconfirmed” and 
recommended the continuation 
of work without interruption. 

Headteacher Peter Gale said 
the demolition is under way and 
that several bat, newt and tree 
surveys, as requested by Epsom 
and Ewell Council, had been paid 
for. 

Mr Gale said: “We have met all 
the statutory requirements 
placed upon us.”

Anger over rising rail fare plan

Fake window cleaners 
tricked their way into a pen¬ 
sioner’s home and stole her 
jewellery, including a gold 
engagement ring. 

Two thieves “cruelly 
preyed” on an elderly woman 
who unsuspectingly an¬ 
swered the door in 
Winkworth Road, Banstead, 
between 3.20pm and 3.40pm 
on Friday. 

The man at the door 
claimed he was cleaning win¬ 
dows in the road and asked 
for washing up liquid before 
forcing his way in. 

Another man then ap¬ 
peared and distracted the 


woman while the first man 
ran into her bedroom. She 
went upstairs to investigate 
and confronted him. 

The two men, in their early 
20s, are believed to have 
taken a jewellery box before 
running off towards Sutton 
Lane. 

Detective Constable Lewis 
Flanagan said: “This was an 
appalling incident in which 
an elderly lady was targeted 
by these shameful suspects 
who conned their way into 
her home. 

“Although, thankfully, the 
victim was not physically 
harmed during the incident 
she has been left incredibly 
shaken and traumatised by 
the ordeal. 

“She is particularly upset at 
the loss of one of the rings, 


which may not be of great fi¬ 
nancial worth, but is of ex¬ 
treme sentimental value to 
her.” 

The jewellery box con¬ 
tained a gold band engage¬ 
ment ring with two sapphires 
on top and a diamond in be¬ 
tween, a gold ring with a dia¬ 
mond and a white metal ring 
with an imitation diamond. 

D Con Flanagan said: “I 
urge anyone who saw two 
men acting suspiciously, or 
in an unusual manner, in the 
area at about the time of this 
offence to contact officers as 
soon as possible by calling 
101 . 

“Similarly, we would like to 
hear from anyone who may 
have been offered jewellery 
matching the description of 
the stolen items.” 

The first thief was 5ft 9in, 
white and very thin and had 
straight collar-length hair. 
He wore black trousers and a 
thin black jacket or black 
long-sleeved shirt and car¬ 
ried a black satchel. 

The second was 5ft 3in, 
black with light skin and of 
medium build. He had a 
small, round face and short 
black hair and is thought to 
have been wearing an orange 
or red jumper. 


Commuters face an average 
season ticket train fare hike 
of 3.5 per cent in January 
amid anger over high prices. 

A retail price inflation 
figure of 2.5 per cent for July, 
which was announced on 
Tuesday, will be used to 
calculate rail fares next year. 

Under the formula, fares 
are due to increase by this 
measure of inflation, plus 1 
per cent. 

But train companies also 
have a “flex” rule, which al¬ 
lows them to increase some 
fares by an extra 2 per cent. 

The increase on specific 
fares have yet to be an¬ 
nounced, but if the cost of a 
Southern monthly season 


ticket between Epsom and 
London terminals does go up 
by 3.5 per cent - inflation plus 
1 per cent - the price would 
rise from £180.10 to £186.40. 

Martin Abrams, from the 
Campaign for Better Trans¬ 
port, said: “By deliberately 
ramping up rail fares, Gov¬ 
ernment is hitting the living 
standards of everyone who 
relies on the train to get to 
work. 

“There are the large num¬ 
bers of rail commuters living 
in marginal constituencies. 
They will be looking to Gov¬ 
ernment to bring an end to 
this annual fiasco.” 

This year ministers capped 
fare rises to keep them level 


with inflation, but no such 
plan has yet been announced 
for 2015. 

Rail Minister Claire Perry 
said: “We do understand peo¬ 
ple’s concerns about the cost 
of travel and the impact this 
has on family budgets. 

“That is why for 2014 we re¬ 
duced average fare rises to 
RPI [Retail Price Index] plus 
zero per cent for the first 
time in a decade, saving more 
than a quarter of a million 
annual season ticket holders 
an average of £25 each.” 

Michael Roberts, director 
general of the Rail Delivery 
Group, said rail fares pay for 
“more trains, better stations 
and faster services”.

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Tyranny of prefects 
at boarding school

A rebellious former schoolboy 
has lifted the lid on what life was 
really like at a prestigious board¬ 
ing school during the 60s. 

Chris Ward, 59, from Epsom 
Downs, used pen name Michael 
Warren while writing a colourful 
account of his time at City of Lon¬ 
don Freemen’s School in Ashtead. 

His book, Boarding in Ashtead 
1964, regales the reader with 
tales of electric shocks, prefect 
tyranny, a food mutiny and the 
many escapades of pupils. 

Mr Ward, now a marketing con¬ 
sultant, said back then there was 
no control over the prefects who 
effectively “ran the school” and 
administered punishments. 

He said: “There was an electric 
shock for pupils, beatings. You 
name it, they did it. Of course 
you wouldn’t get away with it 
these days. Then it was normal.” 

Once, Mr Ward said he saw a 
fellow pupil having his face cut 
with a razor blade. 

He said: “I can’t think of a good 
reason why the prefects did it. 
Someone said afterwards they 
were testing the razor.” 

During seven years at the 
school, Mr Ward got up to his fair 


share of mischief and often 
climbed out of his dormitory 
window. 

One night, he and two friends 
tried to run away to Wales, but 
they only got as far as climbing 
over the fence at Epsom station. 

A station official, armed with 
an axe, confronted the boys and 
threatened to call the police so 
they ran straight back to school. 

He said: “We abandoned the 
idea of running away and went 
back to bed.” 

Mr Ward also recounted taking 
part in a food mutiny when stu¬ 
dents refused to eat spam fritters 
one evening. The headmaster 
caned them, but the detested frit¬ 
ters were never served again. 

He said: “We got three of the 
best. We had sore bums, but we 
won the battle.” 

He summed up his school days 
as “mixed”, adding: “I wouldn’t 
dream of sending any of my own 
children to boarding school.” 

Mr Ward has written the first 
two books in a gangster thriller 
trilogy - Bermondsey Trifle 
came out in June and Bermond¬ 
sey Prosecco comes out on 
September 1. 

He self-published Boarding in 
Ashtead 1964 in June. It is avail¬ 
able on Amazon’s website and 
from Bumbles, 90 the Street, 
Ashtead.

Rise in cycling should be 
met by road improvement 
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Dig deep: Ewell Castle pupils may soon be playing over the site of recent Roman excavations

Schoolchildren could soon start 
playing sport on a historic site 
where Roman artefacts have 
been unearthed. 

Ewell Castle School, together 
with St Mary’s Parish Church, 
wants to turn Church Meadow, 
in Ewell, into a training pitch be¬ 
fore September 2015. 

Last month a suspected Roman 
ritual pit, containing horse 
bones, was discovered in a final 
archaeological dig at the site 
where an important Roman road, 
Stane Street, once existed. 

The school said it plans to lease 


the land from the church and 
to work with archaeologists 
and volunteers during the 
development. 

Its statement said: “They will 
be able to use metal detectors 
and magnetometry during the 
development of the field to get re¬ 
sults that would otherwise have 
been impossible. 

“No building is envisaged, and 
so it is left possible for future gen¬ 
erations to continue to excavate, 
if and when a further change of 
use of the field takes place.” 

Eventually the meadow is ex¬ 
pected to become a graveyard. 
However, the current church¬ 
yard will not fill up for 10 to 15 
years and a corner of the mead¬ 
ow will be set aside to provide 


space for another 10 to 15 years. 

Principal Peter Harris said: 
“There is a known need for play¬ 
ing fields in the area and as the 
space is local to Ewell Castle 
School, it will cut down on jour¬ 
ney time for pupils travelling 
from the school to off-site sports 
pitches and reduce traffic.” 

The vicar, the Rev Russell De- 
whurst, said: “The rental income 
will assist in the maintenance of 
the churchyard, as well as sup¬ 
porting the local community, as 
it is a resource that would other¬ 
wise be wasted.” 

The school is consulting with 
local residents and will submit 
plans in due course with the aim 
of using the land as a playing 
field from September 2015.

Graduate’s mission 
to combat poverty

An adventurous graduate is 
fundraising to travel to indige¬ 
nous communities and build eco- 
latrines in Central America’s 
poorest country. 

Sophie Owen, from Epsom, has 
recently graduated from 
Southampton University with a 
degree in Spanish and English 
literature - which she wants to 
put to good use. 

In October, the 22-year-old will 
travel to Nicaragua for 10 weeks 
with the International Citizen 
Service (ICS) to work for a 
charity named Progressio, which 
aims to tackle overseas poverty 
and support international 
development. 

ICS gives young people a 
chance to make a positive impact 
in some of the poorest areas of 
the world and the scheme is 


funded by the UK Government’s 
Department of International 
Development. 

Miss Owen will be working in a 
team of UK and volunteers in 
Nicaragua contributing to envi¬ 
ronmental development projects. 

She said: “I studied Spanish 
and want to put my skills 
into practice and I am really 
passionate about international 
development, about providing 
aid to those less fortunate than 
myself.” 

Before she sets off, the gradu¬ 
ate needs to raise £800, which 
will go directly to ICS to ensure 
more young volunteers have the 
opportunity to complete its 
scheme. 

Miss Owen added: “I hiked a 
half-marathon on Box Hill at the 
weekend in order to continue 
raising awareness, and in a few 
weeks time I will be living below 
the poverty line by spending £5, 
no more no less, on food for one 
week.” 


On returning to the UK, she 
will be involved in social action 
projects to highlight the chal¬ 
lenges faced by Nicaraguans. 

Nicaragua is the second poor¬ 
est country in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere, behind Haiti. 

Twenty-two per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation is illiterate and 21 per 
cent do not have access to a safe 
water source. 

Two out of three people strug¬ 
gle to survive on less than $1.25 a 
day and 43 per cent of the coun¬ 
try’s population live in rural 
areas. 

Of the 5,500 homes in the 
Achuapa district, an area in 
which Progressio does a lot of its 
work, 2,000 have no electricity 
and 1,800 have no access to clean 
drinking water.

People looking to buy a house in a 
highly competitive market are 
spending less time on property 
viewings and potentially missing 
out on signs of maintenance 
issues that could cause them 
financial pain down the line, 
according to new research from 
Aviva. 

The research suggests that the 
fierce property market is forcing 
buyers to make snap decisions 
with one in four making just one 
visit to a property before deciding 
to purchase it. And every year, as 
many as 40,000 people buy 
properties without viewing them 
at all.

The survey of 4,000 
homeowners showed that buyers 
are forced to spend £1,094 more 
than they had expected on 
essential repairs once they move 


in to their property, with the 
average total bill coming in at 
£3,490. 

Among the most common 
unanticipated problems found by 
buyers are: 

■ Plumbing issues including 
drain blockages (12 per cent of 
homeowners) 

■ Damp (12 percent) 

■ Cracks in the walls or ceilings 
(11 per cent) 

"Renewed competition and 
rising prices have combined to 
make many buyers more 
pressurised to snap up a property 
quickly," said Heather Smith, 
marketing director at Aviva. "Our 
research showed that buyers in 
the past year devoted under 10 
seconds to looking round a 
property for every £1,000 they 
spent purchasing it." 

"We believe it's important to 
arm yourself with the right 
information, that's why we 
created the house viewing 
checklist, an interactive tool that 
will help home buyers spot 
common problems." 

Aviva's research showed that 
nearly one in three home buyers 
did not make any specific checks 
for issues or problems when 
viewing their future home. The 
least common checks performed 
by buyers are for blocked 


guttering, invasive plants such as 
Japanese knotweed, and defective 
chimney stacks and pots. 

Heather Smith continued: "Your 
future home could be showing 
symptoms of potential 
maintenance or structural issues 
that could cause you trouble 
down the line. 

"Most of these are fixable, you 


just need to know the signs to 
look out for and you do need to 
prepare financially. 

"Defective chimneys and 
Japanese knotweed in particular 
can be really nasty, with costs to 
fix running into four or even five 
figures."

More than 10 million tyres on UK 
roads could be dangerous, not 
because of poor tread, but because 
of their age, according to research 
from tyre retailer Kwik Fit. 

It found only 17 per cent of 
drivers know how to identify when 
their car's tyres were manufactured, 
and thus how old they are. 

With many motorists cutting 
down the number of miles they 
drive each year (vehicle traffic was 
lower in the first quarter of 2013 
than at any time since 20012) 
drivers may find their tyres reach 
the end of their life, well before the 
tread nears the legal limit of 
1.6mm. 



Although they may not know how 
to tell the exact age of their tyres, 
more than six million drivers 
thought their car had a tyre which 
was over five years old. 

Combined with those who don't 
know the 


tyres, it 
could mean 
more than 11 
million tyres 
could be out 
of date. 



Don’t break down abroad 


Ford has finally joined the 
electric car party with its Focus 
Electric, which is now on sale in 
the UK, writes Philip Shoulder. 

With the exception of a new 
grille, front-wing charging point 
and subtle badging, the Focus 
Electric shares the looks of Ford's 
familiar five-door hatchback, yet 
under-the-skin uses a lithium-ion 
battery pack and AC electric 
motor, which is good for an 
85mph top speed and a 
surprisingly sprightly 11 second 
sprint to 62 mph. 

The biggest limitation currently 
associated with electric vehicles 
(EVs) concerns a lack of useable 
range, but the Focus offers a 
claimed mileage of up to 100 
miles on a full charge (depending 
on driving style and choice of 
route) aided by the powertrain's 
use of regenerative braking to 
capture up to 95 per cent of 
kinetic energy normally lost 
during the braking process. 

Charging takes 10-11 hours 
from a standard three-pin 240 
volt/10 amp UK domestic socket, 
while a fast charger operating at 
32 amps can achieve a full top-up 
in three to four hours. 


Due to the electric 
motor delivering its 
250Nm of torque 
instantly the Focus 
Electric feels very strong 
off the mark and at lower 
speeds, but once over 60 
mph the rate of speed 
increase slows 
considerably, as the car 
gradually builds up to its 
restricted 85 mph top 
speed. 

Despite a significantly heavier 
kerb weight of 1700kg, this Focus 
retains the dynamic appeal of 
conventionally powered versions, 
save for a touch less body control 
around corners. 

In-car refinement however, is a 
marked improvement over a 
combustion powered Focus. Like 
its EV rivals, the Focus Electric's 
motor is smooth and refined and 
once underway, all that disturbs 
the serenity is a whisper of wind 
noise and a modicum of road 
rumble. 

Although cabin space is 
unaffected by the electric 
conversion, the battery occupies 
a significant chunk of the 
luggage area, which reduces 


everyday carrying capacity from 
316 litres, down to 237 litres. At 
least Ford has made an effort to 
retain practicality by installing a 
two-tier load floor, incorporating 
a hidden storage compartment.

Rosie Sanderson, head of AA 
International Motoring said: "The 
risk of breaking down in Europe 
is every bit as real as it is in the 
UK, especially if the vehicle is 
only used as a run-around for 
short journeys at home. 

Last year the AA rescued over 
5,500 members in Europe saving 
them over £3million. The average 
cost of a breakdown in France is 
around £650, and over

Ms Sanderson advises 
motorists plan their trip 
carefully and don't leave 
their preparations until 
the last-minute: "It is a 
good idea to check your 
insurance before you go 
because some car insurers 


may not offer the same level of 
cover overseas that you currently 
get in the UK, while others might 
need you to inform them that 
you're taking your car away. Of 
course, make sure your EHIC is 
up to date, as well as organising 
travel insurance as early as you 
can. 

"Driving abroad is going to be 
very different to that in UK and it 
is definitely a good idea to check 
on what to expect in advance. In 
France, for example, you're 
required to carry a breathalyser 
and a high visibility jacket."
